POLE TAX CASE
IS DISCONTINUED

APPELLATE COURT WILL NOT
HAVE TO PASS UPON IT.

Appeal of the Postal Telegraph
Company from the Decision of the
Lackawanna Court of First In-
stance, Afirming the Power of
a Borough to Tax Telegraph Poles
«on Public Highways Is Not to
Be , Argued—Other Lackawanna
Cases That Were Heard.

When  the Lackawanna st was
called in the superior court, yesters
day, announcemdnt was made of the
discontinuance of the appeal of the
defendants, In the case of the borough
of Taylor againat the Postal Tele-
graph and Cable company. This is the
sult brought to test the power of a
borough to colleot a tax from a tele-
graph compuny maintaining poles and
wires In the borough highways, which
was decided in the Lackawanna courts
In favor of the plaintff. There has
never been a deciglon on the question
in efther of the appellate courts, Other
cascg were dealt with as follows:

Discontinued—Harry L. Shiffer against
George F. Jucobus and Thomus Moore,
appellunts; J. 8.

In 1894 the law governing the pro-
clalming of an electlon stipulated that
the sheriff was to publish the procli-
mation in two newspapers, or by hand-
bills. The proclamation of the fall elec-
tion in that year was published in Mr,
Bogert's Wilkes-Barre Leader and also
proclaimed by posters, The county
commissioners refused to pay the 460
bill submitted by Mr, Bogert, on the
ground that the contract which the
sherlff made was illegal, The appel-
lee's contention is that he did not have
to inquire whether or not a contract
had been made with some second news.-
paper. He fulfilled his  dutles,
cluims, when he satisfied himself that
an appropriation had been made to pay
the bills and that the sheriff was aue
thoriged to miake the contract,

August Btople's appeai from the re-
port of the board of viewers which lald
out a private road across his furm in
Denlson township, near White Haven,
was argued by C, E, Keck and 8. J.
Strauss, The complaint to the court is
that the road extends between his
houge and barn, which Is very unda-
sirable.

In re estate of Silas Sutton, decensed,
Almira Sutton and others, appellants,
wus called for a hearing just previous
to adjournment, Peter Sutton, one of
the executors, pald $5,000 for the leass
of a farm which the decedent owned,
If the conditions attached to the piay-
ments were not fultllled, the lease could
be abrogated, When it came Lo a sets
tlement of the estate, a clanse was
found interlined in the lease reading,
“and in case the lessse s compelled to
vacuate the premises he shall be reim-
bursed for any improvements he has
or mayv muake on the farm.”

In a sult In the Orphans' court, 8ut-
ton succeeded In establishing a clalm
of 216870 for Improvements and nine-
teen years' Interest, amounting to #4.-
$02.00, The appellants now attemnt (o
overthrow this judgment on the grounid
that the unexplnined Interlineation is
fraudulent, and that, at all events, the
contingency on which the elalm In
based, the lessee belrg comnelled to
vacate the farm, has not eventuated,
The heirs would prefer to have him
keep the farm, It is sald.
